New Delhi, the 26 October, 1989 

S.O. 851(E).—Whereas the People’s Liberation 
Army (Eastern Region), generally known as the 
PLA, the People’s Revolutionary Party of Kang- 
Icipak (hereinafter referred to as PREPAK) and 
its ‘Red Army’ as also the offshoots of PREPAK 
like the Kangleipak Communist Party and its 
armed wing also called the 'Red Army’ and the 
United National Liberation Front (hereinafer col¬ 
lectively referred to as the Meitci Extremist Orga¬ 
nisations)— 

(i) have openly declared as their objective 
the formation of an independent Manipur 
comprising the State of Manipur and have 
resorted to violant activities in pursuance 
of their objective to bring about seces¬ 
sion of the said State from the Union 
of India;

, (ii) have been employing armed forces, 
namely, the so-called People’s Liberation 
Army, the Red Army, their members and 
the other bodies set up by them, to 
achieve their aforesaid objective; 

(iii) have in furtherance of their aforesaid 
objective been emptoying the said armed 
forces arid members in attacking the 


Security Forces and the Civil Govern¬ 
ment and the citizens in the Slate of 
Manipur, and indulging in acts of loot¬ 
ing and intimidation against the civilian 
population for collection of funds for 
their organisations; 

(iv) have made some efforts to resume their 
contracts with foreign countries for sec¬ 
uring assistance by way of arms and 
training for th© purpose of achieving 
their aforesaid objective; 

And whereas the Central Government is of the 
opinion that for the reasons aforesaid, tl:c Meitei 
Extremist Organisations and other bodies set up 
by them, including the armed groups named 
above, are unlawful associations; 

And whereas the Central Government is further 
of the opinion that because of th© repeated acts 
of violence and attacks by armed groups and 
members of the Meitei Extremist Organisations 
on the security forces and on the civilian popula¬ 
tion, it is necesary to declare t’ e Meitei EaIic- 
mist Organisations and other bodies set up by 
them, including the armed groups named above to 
be unlawful with immediate effect.^; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by sub-section (1) of section 3 of the Un¬ 
lawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 (37 of 
1967), the Central Government hereby declares 
the People's Liberation Array (Eastern Region), 
People’s Revolutionary Party of Kangleipak and 
its Red Army as also offshoots of PREPAK like 
the Kangleipak Communist Party and its armed 
wing also called the Red Army and o*hcr bodies 

set up by them and the United National Libera¬ 
tion Front to be unlawful associations, and directs, 

in exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso 
to sub-section (3) of that section, that the noti¬ 
fication shall, subject to any order that may be 
made under section 4 of tiiC said Act, have effect 
from the date of its publication in the Official 

Gazette.
